In diffi¬ 
cult, turbulent conditions, 
pilot and crewman held the 
aircraft steady very close to 
the cliff while Watson climbed 
down 200ft. to give first aid 
before lifting the badly injured 
boy into the helicopter on a 
stretcher. 

Despite their efforts, the 
boy died on the way to 
hospital.

Royal visitor- 
for Liverpool 


AN INFORMAL visit to 
Sweden turned into a 
royal event for HMS 
Liverpool when King 
Carl Gustav stepped on 
board. 

The Type 42 destroyer’s 
five-day stop-over at 
Stockholm preceded her 
participation in a Baltic 
exercise with ships from 
other NATO navies — 
including the battleship USS 
Iowa. 

HMS Liverpool entered the 
Swedish capital in full cere¬ 
mony. with a guard paraded and 
21-gun salutes being exchanged. 

Highlight of the stay was a 
visit by the King of Sweden, 
who is a former commanding 


officer of a small ship and holds 
the honorary rank of admiral in 
the Royal Navy. 

King Carl Gustav was greeted 
by a Royal Guard and the 
commanding officer of the 
Liverpool. Capt Michael 
Bracelin. The royal visitor re¬ 
mained on board for an hour 
and a half for a tour of the 
destroyer. 

Hospitality 

Swedish hospitality for the 
ship's company included city 
tours, civic lunches, and guided 
tours of the 17th-Century war¬ 
ship Wasa which was raised in 
the 1960s.

IN THE FIRST firing of 
a complete, operational 
Stingray anti-submarine 
torpedo, the de¬ 
commissioned submarine 
Porpoise has been sunk in 
the Mediterranean. 

The successful firing, 
marking culmination of the 
Stingray development pro¬ 


gramme, was carried out by 
an RAF Nimrod and 
demonstrated the complete 
operational sequence — 
dropping, running, acquiring 
the target, homing, det¬ 
onation and proving the cf- 
fcctiveness of a live 
warhead.

45 years after a warship of the name ended her days as 
a battered hulk in the Mediterranean, a new HMS York 
will soon become fully operational — with her motto 
"Bon Espoir** (Good Hope). 


Fourth and last of the long 
Batch 3 Type 42 destroyers 
to be launched, the York 
was accepted into service 
last spring and is now at the

City links 

In August the York was 
commissioned at her home base 
of Rosyth — the largest warship 
to do so there for well over a 
generation. Her rapidly 
deseloping links with the City of 
York were marked by the 
presence of the Lord Mayor, 
Sheriff. Dean of York. Member 
of Parliament, and by music 
provided by the Rowntrce 
Mackintosh Works Band. 

Guest of honour was Lady 
Gosling, the ship* sponsor, 
accompanied by her husband. 
Sir Donald Gosling, vice- 
president of The W'hitc Ensign 
Association. 


Already the ship has made 
her first foreign visit, to 
Rotterdam, and has established 
seseral affiliations, including 
ties with the RAPs Phantom- 
equipped 74 Squadron, the 
Duke of Wellington Regiment 
based at Halifax. West Yorks., 
the Sea Cadet unit TS York, 
and the Canadian naval reserve 
unit HMCS York based in 
Toronto. 

The Batch 3 — or ••stretched*' 
— Type 42s are 42-ft longer and 
2-ft broader than previous ships 
of the class, all of which arc 
named after British cities. 

Since the Falklands War. 
extra 20mm and 30mm air 
defence guns supplement their 
armament, based on the Sea 
Dart surface-to-air missile sys¬ 
tem. anti-submarine torpedoes, 
and the 4.5-in. Mk 8 gun. 


FOR 325 years the name 
York has featured in the 
history of the Royal Navy. 
Including the most recent 
vessel. 12 ships have shared 
the title and between them 
have won 14 Battle Honours 
from Lowestoft in 1665 to 
the Mediterranean in 1941. 

Perhaps of all those ships, the 
vessel which established the 
closest links with the City of 
York was the Second World 
W'ar cruiser, the eleventh York. 

Her career was distinguished, 
hut relatively short as she 
became one of the many ships 
to fall victim to enemy action in 
the Mediterranean less than two 
years after the outbreak of 
Hostilities. 


CRETE 


The only sister-ship of HMS 
Exeter, the 8.250-ton vessel 
carried a main armament of six 
8-in. guns. She saw action dur¬ 
ing the Norwegian campaign 
and was later transferred to the 
Med. where in October 1*M0 
she was among the first ships to 
convoy troops to Crete follow¬ 
ing the German invasion of 
Greece. 

Later that year she supported 
the British advance in Libya and 
in the early months of 1941 took 
part in various other operations 
of the Mediterranean Fleet. 

On March 26, while at anchor 
in Suda Bay. Crete, she was hit 
by an Italian explosive motor¬ 
boat. She was severely damaged

warships and tenders which 
served in the 18th and 19th 
Centuries; a vessel which flew 
the flag of Rear-Admiral Coch- 
ranc at the capture of 
Martinique in 1809; and an 
armed hoarding steamer of the 
First World W’ar.

AS A local acting charge 
chief artificer, the “Tiff’s 
Top Ten” article in 
October’s issue was of 
great interest. 

For many years there has 
been a shortage of chief 
tiffies and for years their 
Lordships have been trying 
to find a method of getting 
people to take this step from 
the shop floor to the office. 

The position has never really 
appealed to many and, because 
they can lose the job satisfaction 
as a “part of ship*’ chief, don’t 
bother to go for advancement. 

The best incentive in the 
world, money, has never been 
offered, although I must admit 
the differentials have increased 
favourably in the recent past, so 
what can be done to entice the 
budding charge chiefs? 

The article has come up with 


the word “Ambition,’’ which 
must be the present OK phrase 
for divisional officers to use as 
bait. I would like to become a 
warrant officer but why should I 
have to be a charge chief first? 

The non-artificer branches do 
not recognise the charge chief 
for what he is. a chief petty 
officer in charge of other chief 
petty officers, nor does naval 
law put him as a superior, so is 
the revision and examination 
really worth it? It would appear 
not. 

A non-artificer chief petty 
officer takes no examination to 
become warrant officer, so why 
should artificers have to take an 
extra examination and do a 
charge course before they can 
be advanced to what is. in 
effect, a lower rate and then still 
have to wait before they arc 
selected for warrant officer? 

Secondly, if we are to get all 
stirred up with ambition, why 


have the Weapon Engineering 
branch dropped the charge 
chiefs examination and made 
advancement by selection? Is 
there no ambition in the 
Weapon Engineering depart¬ 
ment any more? 

Because the jobs of warrant 
officers and charge chiefs are 
virtually interchangeable, the 
charge chief rate is obsolete. 

The Weapon Engineenng de¬ 
partment has gone half way to 
rectifying this, but I believe that 
chief petty officer artificers 
should be promoted directly to 
warrant officer. This would 
bring us into line with the non- 
artificer branches and eliminate 
the shortage of available man¬ 
power to fill the billets at the 
same time. — AJ. Dixon .

Manpower ceilings have 
been projected to reduce the 
overall RN numbers by 
about 11 per cent over the 
next ten years. 

This concept is aimed to 
ensure that of the Navy’s total 
income, as much as possible is 
devoted to matcnal by placing a 
discipline on manpower. In 
simple terms we arc allowed 
sufficient personnel to fill cur¬ 
rent sea and shore billets on the 
Scheme of Complement, plus a 
margin to allow for those on 
leave between drafts, career 
courses and long-term sickness. 

OVERBORNE 

We arc, in fact, slightly 
overborne in the Navy today. 
Some categories arc in severe 
shortage (Writers, Divers for 
example) whereas some cate¬ 
gories arc in surplus — not 
surprising when sou look at the 
time-scales involved in recruit¬ 
ing and training 

This imbalance is being 
remedied by natural wastage 
and recruiting adjustments It 
was significantly helped by the 
Voluntary Premature Release 
Scheme in the spring of 1985. 

There is. as far as can be 
seen, no compulsory redun¬ 
dancy scheme in the pipeline, 
every member of today’s Navy 
can, if he or she so wishes, plan 
with a high degree of confidence 
to complete his or her present 
engagement. 


Fives, and goodbye also to 
Extended Service billets except 
for a few (210) which require 
specialist qualifications not 
normally available from active 
service personnel. 

It is all much more flexible: 
an individual can plan a short or 
long career in the Navy knowing 
that if he wishes to change 
direction at any time, this can 
normally be done at 18 months* 
notice (longer, of course, if 
serving a return of service fol¬ 
lowing an expensive career 
course). 

However, (there’s always a 
however) there will un¬ 
doubtedly be a small, difficult to 
quantify. lengthening of 
advancement rosters and some 
men will wait longer for 
advancement and promotion 
with the introduction of 20E. 

Deprcvsing? Not really — the 
delays caused b> 20E will 
hardly be noticeable compared 
with the variations caused by all 
the other factors in the 
advancement / promotion 
equation.

ENGAGEMENTS. A signifi¬ 
cant change affecting career 
planning was introduced 
earlier this year in the shape 
of the Second Open En¬ 
gagement. 20E. as it is now 
commonly known, opens up 
full active career opportuni¬ 
ties to the age of 50. 

This will undoubtedly be a 
great attraction to many — 
equally it is fully realised that 
many will wish to plan to 
undertake a second career out¬ 
side the Navy after about 22 
years. 

The scheme gives increased 
opportunities but the places 
available will be insufficient to 
meet demand and a selection 
process will be necessary; the 
first Board sits in May 1986, 

For the older man. it has to 
be said that in the early years. 
20E will look a lot like 
Continuance-in-Service — 
inevitable as wc abandon one 
•.chcme and change to another. 

The younger man. however, 
can look forward to increasing 
possibilities of long service in 
the RN — and plan his life 
accordingly. 

So it is farewell to 5th/6th/7th 


CAREER PATTERNS: The 
thrcc-ycar sea draft was 
introduced in 1982 to 
improve continuity and 
stability, for the benefit of 
the man as well as com¬ 
manding officers. 

No significant changes are 
planned to this drafting 
principle: indeed, increased 
emphasis is being placed on 
’’type” drafting to maximise the 
benefits wc get from a man’s 
experience and training 

Drafty recognises that some 
ratings will look for wider ex¬ 
perience and will want to 
change ship type or equipment 
streams, particularly out of the 
older versions, but it will 
become increasingly incumbent 
upon individuals to let Drafty 
know if they wish to change 
from one stream to another and 
ihis may not always be possible 

In line with the general desire 
to improve stability factors 
across the Navy, increased em¬ 
phasis is being placed on meet¬ 
ing the needs of shore estab¬ 
lishments for continuity. 

Ideally, a man will spend all 
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ADVANCEMENT/ 
PROMOTION PROS¬ 
PECTS: These inevitably 
vary between the branches 
and indeed within branches 
and the present state of 
Advancement Rosters is 
published regularly in Navy 
News. 

It has to be said that the 
competition for promotion to 
Chief Petty Officer and Warrant 
Officer is extremely keen. 
Again, the prospects arc better 
in vomc categories than others 
but the selection system is 
painstakingly fair. 
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some seasonal planning 


his lime uhorc between sea 
drafts in the same job unless he 
i\ one of the few not required 
ft*r sea service within three 
years. in which ease he will 
probably be moved after three 
years (WRNS senior ratings 
will normally only be drafted 
after three years in a billet — 
WRNS junior ratings after two 
years). 

The length of time that a 
rating can expect at sea and 
ashore sanes enormously be¬ 
tween the categories 

An indication of the length of 
a sea draft is always stated on 
Draft Orders and. as an innova- 
lion. Draft Orders for men 
coming from sea service will in 
future include a broad estimate 
of the length of shore service, 
for example 0-12 months — 
meaning over 12 months — the 
aim being to gise a man and his 
employer an indication of the 
time an individual can expect to 
be ashore. 

SECONDARY 

It will be necessary to take 
account of any career courses in 
the offing and of PJTs before 
next sea draft, so please accept 
these estimates as information 
passed in good faith both for the 
benefit of the shore establish¬ 
ment which is wondering 
whether to train you for a 
demanding secondary duty as 
well as for your domestic and 
career planning 

All Drafty asks is that you do 
not react to this attempt at open 
government with a pistol at your 
Drafting Officer's head if he hi 
to change his plans and move 
you earlier than expected. 

So what about drafting career 
patterns — what time can you 
expect to spend at sea and 
ashore throughout your career** 
A few illustrated estimates are 
produced on the diagram below. 
The important point to realise 
when studying them is that they 
do not indicate separated /

It should also be emphasised 
that these estimates relate only 
to the present and do not 
propose to speculate about the 
future._ 

CINCFLEET attempts to en¬ 
sure that ships spend 40 per cent 
of their time in their base port 
and. as career courses will be 
fitted in during periods ashore, 
it follows that some shore ser¬ 
vice will be more “separated** 
than sea service. 

It is therefore misleading to 
think in terms of ship-snore 
ratios as being directly related 
to separated-unseparated time 
— a point well understood by 
diners at the Bridport Cafe* 


PREFERENCE. Having 
studied the career pattern 
diagram, and having noted 
that emphasis is placed on 
continuity and ••type” 
drafting, the reader might 
like to consider such ques¬ 
tions as, what arc my true 
ambitions? How can I best 
achieve them? In which 


ships would I prefer to 
serve? Where would I like to 
live? 

The opportunities to realise 
your full potential as a senior 
rating, warrant officer or by 
transferring to a career as an 
officer have probably never 
been better. 

So as a first step, identify a 
sensible worthwhile goal in life 
taking into account your apti¬ 
tude and general abilities. Do 
not be frightened about 
extending yourself — the educa¬ 
tional help you can get in the 
Royal Navy is first class. 

Having determined >our goal, 
go for it with Drafty *s help: 
make your intentions known, 
volunteer for the type of service 
which will give you the best 
chance of realising your career 
ambitions and the maximum 
job ' family satisfaction. 

SENSE 

Usually Drafty will be able to 
meet your carrer preferences 
within the overall manpower 
framework. It obviously makes 
sense to volunteer for a type of 
ship submarine squadron in the 
area you would prefer to buy 
your house — unless you are 
one of the 20 per cent who 
prefer to buy well away from 
base ports. 

At some stage, you have to 
start making choices: 

• Is it you. or your family 
(which includes you) who 
comes first? 

• Are you aiming at a satisfying 
successful career, gaining ex¬ 
perience and value to the 
Navy in a single stream, or do 
you need to minimise abso¬ 
lutely your family separation, 
perhaps to some extent at the 
expense of your career and 
your personal satisfaction. 

• When should you: Get 
married? Have children? Buy 
your own house? 

• What about your spouse's 
job? 


• Should your children go to 

hoarding school? 

There arc no “right** answers 
to these questions, but there is 
one “wrong" answer — which is 
not to think about them at all. 
and drift. 

If you find that Drafty cannot 
meet your type preference you 
might consider moving the 
family early to maximise non- 
separated time. 

MOBILITY 

Above all. you will find it 
easier to realise your ambitions 
and achieve maximum family 
fun if you retain a degree of 
mobility. The family that is 
prepared to rent a house in 
Plymouth and live for a couple 
of years in a MO in Scotland or 
on LFS is likely to get much 
more career satisfaction over 
the course of a Service life in 
the Royal Navy. 

It is realised that this can 
mean a great deal if it involves 
unsettling children and there's a 
wife's j<>b — but in the short 
and long term, benefits arc 
significant in terms of 
maximising career satisfaction 
But *>f course you are the only 
one who can make these 
choices

particular sea roster to help with 
planning your family life.

SCHOOL ON 


THE MOVE 


THE British Forces School, Naples, a primary school for about 100 British Service 
children, has been forced to find a new home by persistent earth tremors in Italy’s 


Naples area. 

From September 1983 until August 1984 
the school was badly shaken several times 
and earthquake drill replaced fire drill as the 
main safety practice. Finally, in August last 
year, a severe tremor damaged the school so 
badly lhat it was declared unsafe. 

Many children were already suffering from 
various kinds of anxiety syndromes, and British 
military personnel were glad to sec their children 
being moved away from the HO AFSOUTH 
NATO base to the “calmer" region of La go Patria, 
about 20 miles north of Naples.

After 12 months in temporary accommodation, 
the new permanent school was finally ready, 
thanks largely to the efforts of Capt. R. G. Evans. 
RN. the project officer. 

Vice-Admiral P. Symons. Chief of Staff to 
COMNAVSOUTH and Senior British Officer 
Naples, officially opened the new school. Head¬ 
master Lieut.-Cdr. M, F. Warin conducted the 
admiral on a tour, during which he saw the 
children at work, showing particular interest in use 
of microcomputers and word processors by pupils 
aged five to eleven. 


STRONGER co-opcration 
between two of the leading 
Service charities, SSAFA 
and the Forces Help Society, 
will mean improved and in 
some cases swifter support 
for thousands of cx-Scrvicc 
men, women and families in 
the UK. 


The decision to establish a 
central Welfare Advisory Ser¬ 
vice based at the Soldiers*.

He will be In the States with the 
ground team next summer when 
Britain's first astronaut, Ms col¬ 
league Squadron Leader Nigel 
Wood, RAF, goes Into apace to help 
launch the first satellite of the 
Skynet 4 programme. 

Cdr. Longhurst will be at the US 
Air Force tracking centra at 
Sunnyvale, California, with another 
colleague. MOD civilian specialist 
Mr. Chris Holmes, helping to see 
that the first satellite gets Into 
geostationary orbit 20.000 nautical

M ea n w h ile, much of Ms time Is 
spent with fellow UK astronauts In 
London, Immersed In mountains of 
paperwork and manuals, Inter¬ 
spersed with visits to companies 
and establishments linked with the 
pro, od. 

Regular medical check-ups are 
also Involved In the programme, 
and he has to maintain a 
standard of fitness. 



AFTER the first Skynet satellite 
launch next summer. Peter Longhurst 
will be based semi-permancntly at the 
Johnson Space Centre. Houston, and 
the Kennedy Space Centre, learning 
more about life in space, including 
such essentials as how to prepare 
meals. 

Hi% launch will be from Cape 
Canaveral, although the landing place has 
yet to be decided. It may be Edwards Air 
Force Base. California. 

During Cdr. Longhurst's flight, Sq. Ldr. 
Nigel Wood and his •‘back-up,*’ 
Lieut.-Col. Richard Fammond. Royal 
Signals, will be at Sunnyvale, while Cdr. 
Longhurst's "back-up,” Mr. Chris 
Holmes, will be at the Johnson Space 
Centre. Houston, as technical adviser. 

Although the Skynet programme should 
benefit MOD and all the Services, the 
Navy is rating it particularly highly, 
contributing about 80 per cent of pro¬ 
gramme costs from its budget. 

SECURE 

Already the Navy uses a variety of 
satellites, but the new ones will offer 
enhanced facilities as this form of commu¬ 
nication is added to RN ships. The new 
satellites will provide a secure and flexible 
“round the clock*’ service, with multi- 
frequency capability — ultra high fre¬ 
quency (UHF) for submarines and super 
high frequency (SHF) for surface ships. 

Apart from their primary duties as 
“payload specialists'* the British astro¬ 
nauts are involved in secondary tasks. 
Visits to companies and establishments 
involved in these projects are on their 
current schedule. 

In Cdr. Longhurst's case these will 
include experiments involving measuring 
levels in the fuel tanks, possibly involving 
fluorescent dyes. “In space liquids don't 
always sit in the bottom of tanks,’* he said. 
There is also what he describes as a 
“sloshing” experiment involving the 
behaviour of liquids.

MAKING a will Is not a subject high In 
popularity charts, but personnel have been 
given a reminder that failure to do so can 
result In additional distress to the bereaved. 

Considerable sums of money. In the form 
of gratuities and other benefits, may be 
Involved, and the making of a will Is a 
prudent precaution to ensure that an estate 
Is distributed In the way It was Intended. 

In particular It should be noted that the 
nomination as next-of-kin on service forms 
confers no legal status on that person, 
giving no right to succeed to all or part of 
the estate of the serviceman making the 
nomination. 


The only purpose of the nomination la to 
provide the names of those whom service 
personnel wish to be Informed In the event 
of death or serious Injury, though in 
practice the principal beneficiary under a 
will may well be the next of kin. 

Personnel are strongly advised to consult 
a civilian solicitor when making a will. 

Where professional legal advice Is not 
readily available, or If an Individual prefers 
to make his own will, the MOD Form 106 
can be used. In the latter case, guidance Is 
given to avoid errors.

TWO Royal Navy light rescue Instructors 
who spent 13 harrowing days aiding relief 
efforts In the Mexican earthquake disaster 
have lost no time in applying lessons 
learned to their work back home. 

During thalr mission to Mexico City, 
CPO<Opa)<S) Fred Gleeve, PO(MW) "Tiny" 
Height and a team of London fire officers, all 
under the direction of a Home Office fire 
Inspector, located three live babies as they 
searched through rubble ahead of teams of 
rescue workers. 

During their probing they used “magic eye" 
thermal Imaging cameras, which have already 
proved Immensely valuable In firefighting and 
ere now being Introduced throughout the 
Royal Navy. 

Expertise 

CPO Qleave said: The experience and 
expertise gained by PO Height and myself 
working with the fire officers In this tragedy 
will prove to be paramount for any res cu e 
operation mounted In future for disaster relief 
by the Royal Navy." 

The two Navy men, who help teach Instruc¬ 
tors at Phoenix NBCD School, Portsmouth, In 
the latest methods of firefighting, damage 
control and evacuation, faced formidable ob¬ 
stacles In their Mexican work. 

As well as having to work long, hard days

Orkney host 
to Minister 


The ship's survey of the 
wreck, seven nautical miles 
south of Anvil Point in Dorset, 
was one of several minehunting 
tasks in which she was involved 
in October and November. 

After the Kirkliston had 
located the wreck, her divers 
made a total of 17 dives during 
a period of strong spring tides 
and recovered a number of live 
cartridge cases. 

Later, dunng a well-earned 
stand-off in Dartmouth, the ship 


was diverted on a priority task 
to Cardigan Bay, Wales, to 
search for a missile lost from the 
Aberporth Range during trials. 

After 36 hours the missile was 
located by sonar and recovered 
intact by the ship's diving team. 
It was then returned to the 
Aberporth trials team. 

From there, the ship sailed 
direct to the Clyde Exercise 
Areas for MCM operations, 
leaving on November 6 for 
Guernsey, where she took part 
in the Remembrance Day cere¬ 
mony in company with HMS 
Hubbcrston. 

The Kirkliston, which pays 
off this month in Rosyth. 
returned to Portsmouth on 
November 11 after an 
unplanned absence of some five 
weeks. 


WHILE on Fishery Protection 
duties in the North Sea, HMS 
Orkney played host to Armed 
Forces Minister Mr. John Stan¬ 
ley, who spent a night on board 
and spoke to most of the ship's 
company. 

Later, the ship was due to 
make a four-day squadron visit 
to Hamburg in company with 
HM ships Jersey, Stubbington 
and Bickington. 


HOPES arc increasing that Britain's 
last wartime destroyer afloat in this 
country may after all be saved from 
the scrapyard. 

HMS Cavalier, a floating museum at 
Brighton, faces a debt of £150.000 — 
and warnings by the bankers that the 
loan may base to be called in. 

The destroyer is owned by The Cava¬ 
lier Trust, a registered charity which last 
year made it possible for an average of 
well over 1.000 people a week to tour 
the ship. 

RESCUE 

At first it seemed that the financial 
crisis was insoluble: the Trust had 
rescued the Cavalier on a bank loan of 
£65,000 in 1977. an amount which has 
accrued to the present debt. And poor 
public attendance in the first half of this 
year was not helping. 

However, a "Save the Cavalier'* Fund 
was launched by the Daily Express in 
August, and so far has attracted £15.000 


in donations. In addition the Trust is 
proceeding with negotiations to attract 
commercial sponsorship. 

"We are not giving in." said Vice- 
Admiral Sir Ian Macintosh, head of the 
Trust. "The bank feels enough is 
enough, but they are being very patient 
and we have a reasonable hope of 
success if we can gain sponsorship." 

There has also been an encouraging 
rise in the number of visitors to the ship 
in the second half of this year, which in 
September and October represented a 
rise over the figures for the 
corresponding months in 1984. 

"The ship is now looking very good 
and we have plans to improve her 
further.** said Admiral Macintosh. 
"Since we bought her we have worked 
continously to improve her looks, thanks 
to a great deal of help — much of it 
voluntary.’* 

Future work would include the instal¬ 
lation of a new inspection port through 
which visitors could view the engine 
room, and the final conversion of two 



mess decks into a museum, possibly 
stocked with help from the Science 
Museum. 

Among those who have already 
donated to the Cavalier appeal are 
Royal Naval Association branches, 
including Wigston and Leicester. Further 
contributions to the appeal may be made 
to The Cavalier Trust, HMS Cavalier, 
Brighton Marina. Brighton, BN2 5UF. 

In September the HMS Cavalier Pres¬ 
ervation Society was formed and so far 


has attracted more than 100 members. 
The organisation has the full support of 
the Trust and is chaired by one of the 
staff on board the Cavalier. Mr D. F. 
Palmer. 

Minimum subscription for member¬ 
ship is £5 a year (£100 for life member¬ 
ship) and the aims of the Society are to 
maintain and preserve the ship and its 
display items, and to encourage mem¬ 
bers to give voluntary help.

Field gunning: 
Right image 
for the ' 80 s? 

WHEN IT comes to field gunning, you may 
reckon it rates as the greatest invention since 
the wheel, cleverly capturing the spirit of the 
Navy. Or perhaps while admiring its gutsy 
pageant, you really believe it is a noisy 
spectacle which has outlived its day. 

Simply to state the second suggestion is. we 
know, to incur the dire wrath of present and 
recent participants and to disturb the spirits of 
long-gone gunners. 

For field gunning is something else — an 
event of rivalry and camaraderie apparently 
generating the near-religious fervour neces¬ 
sary to sustain those brawny teams through 
the months of training and runs of what must 
be among the toughest contests anywhere. 

With virtually everything naval involving 
manpower coming under scrutiny nowadays, 
field gunning is at present in the frame. This 
comes at a time when the old home of naval 
gunnery itself — HMS Excellent as was — 
starts operating under new guise after the 
reviewers have had their say. And when the 
RN Display Team, also based there, is about 
to feel the chop What a difficult and reluctant 
decision that must have been. 

Feeling the pain? 

But should the grief and pain also be spread 
among the gunners? Even that physically-elite 
crowd would feel that sort of pain. As a focus 
of the Navy's contribution to the Royal 
Tournament, the competition serves a variety 
of purposes, not least public relations — 
although its detractors would, no doubt, 
question whether in the missile-computer 
Navy, field gunning is the image which should 
now be pushed 

The plan, we hear, is that field gun should 
continue, possibly with manpower cuts, but 
preserving the spectacle and not increasing 
the hazards inherent in the contest. 

Without trying to guess the Navy's overall 
view of the event — there probably isn't one 
— suffice to say there remain countless 
advocates among Service and ex-Service 
people of a feature for which there appears no 
ready-made substitute. 

So while some may say ' Why should field 
gun be the exception to the economies?", 
equally many will trust that any changes found 
necessary will not seriously detract from this 
unique annual spectacle. 


NAAFI SPREADS 
THE MESS A GE 


SPREADING the message about 
Naafi was a recurring theme running 
through the London meeting in Nov¬ 
ember when representatives from the 
Service heard the year’s results of 
Naafi trading in the Navy and con¬ 
veyed their views. 

The question was posed whether such a 
central meeting was needed in view of 
scarcity of agenda items in recent years. 
But there was a strong general feeling that 
an annual meeting with Naafi Manage¬ 
ment at HO was useful — and that more 
people should be invited to attend. 

One suggestion — put forward by Rear- 
Admiral John Barker (Chief of Staff to 
C1NCNAVHOME). who presided, was that 
the old name of “Headquarters Naval Canteen 
Committee" should be abandoned, possibly in 
favour of a phrase like “shareholders’ 
meeting." 

ij) New videos 

Examples of Naafi’s new videos were shown 
— six arc now available as part of a vigorous 
information and marketing policy — and Naafi 
are keen they should be widely viewed. 

Mr. Hugh Cowley. Manager Home Service 
(South) and Naval, said he would like to see 
improved communication in an educational 
sense incorporated into new.entry 
establishments. 

The meeting was told of a survey earned out 
by the Navy in Home Command establishments 
which showed there was still much ignorance 
about Naafi. While there were some com¬ 
plaints. generally speaking the Navy was 
satisfied with Naafi. and one view was that 
often it was as good as individual managers. 

@ Opening hours 

Another view was that sometimes the Supply 
organisation in ships did not know how to use 
Naafi fully. 

From Scotland came a plea for more flexible 
shop opening hours. For Naafi it was said that 
this was being looked at and experiments were 
planned. 

Answering a point on availability of sports 
goods, it was said sales of these goods had 
nsen. But while it would be nice to have a 
series of sports shops throughout the country, 
this would fragment stocks so it was better to 
store them in the same place. 

Another suggestion was that when projects 
were being considered locally before submis¬ 
sion for consideration by the Sailors* and Fleet 
Amenities Funds. Naafi should be given the 
opportunity to quote where they were able to 
supply the goods or services.

Budget Account has brought with it a new lease 
of life for naval establishments and in particular 
naval family shops, where in addition to a 
remarkable increase in Budget Account sales, 
there has also been an increase of about four 
per cent in cash spending. 

"Importantly, the Budget Account scheme 
brings a modern credit facility to the Services 
administered and controlled in a responsible 
fashion by the Services* own trading 
organisation." 

Sales progress had been made in units and 
messes where District Managers had been 
active in promotion of Naafi as a first option for

“Early in the year we restructured our beer

In his report, Mr. Cowley said that total 
turnover in naval trading in 1984-85 was 
£29.274.000. nearly three per cent up on the 
previous year. 

Of this total, the Home Shore turnover was 
£19.856.000 — up by 10.7 per cent and an 
encouraging performance — while the figure 
for HM ships was £9.418.000, which was down 
10.5 per cent. 

With ship strength and the Fleet operational 
programme playing a part in this, trading m 
ships could be viewed as satisfactory. 

Major impact on Home Shore sales was the 
introduction of the new Budget Account 
scheme. At the end of the financial year in 
April there were 8.296 budget accounts in 
operation for the Navy, with the total rising to 
9.500 by mid-September. 

The number of accounts exceeding credit 
limits at 1,670 “while seeming high is a measure 
of the control on spending exercised by Naafi: 
when the individual credit limit is exceeded 
reminders arc sent to customers who. if they do 
not increase their allotment or cease to use 
their card, arc placed on the stop list until such 
times as the account is again brought into credit 
by normal monthly subscriptions." 

Mr. Cowley added: “The introduction of the 


Messes and ships were urged to review their 
sources of dnnks supply and compare them 
with what Naafi offered. 

Total rebates discounts and dividends 
returned to the Royal Navy for I9H4-85 were 
£783.000. which was £35.000 up on the previous 
year. The amount of extra rebate to be 
allocated in 1985 would be announced shortly. 

In addition. Home Shore establishments’ 
funds also benefited by the return of gaming 
machine revenue of £522.000. an increase of 
£37.000on the previous year. 

On Naafi finances as a whole, Mr. Cowley, 
using the 1984 years as an example, said that 
the customers — in effect the “shareholders” 
— received 64 per cent of Naafi profits, plus a 
“bonus** from amusement and gaming 
machines. 


Building plans 


Among many items mentioned in a brief on 
development work, it was reported that funding 
was awaited for rebuilding which would include 
a new Naafi facility at Prestwick. Site planning 
for the rebuilding at Arbroath had started and 
Naafi was totally involved with plans for 
Faslane. 

In the Portsmouth Area, it was expected to 
move into new Portakabin accommodation at 
Excellent Steps very soon. 

Alterations to the Social Club in HMS Dryad 
were now complete. Phase 1 of the Social Club 
in HMS Sultan has been handed over, although 
the club itself will not be used until completion 
of Phase 2 in about 12 months. 

Enlargement of the club in HMS Osprey 
includes a new tavern bar. It was hoped to re¬ 
form the Services Shop and automat in HMS 
Dolphin (Rosario Block) to accommodate a 
Post Office, starting early next year. 

New ships had been commissioned with a 
range of Naafi facilities. 












Condor 
looks 
to the 
future 

A demonstration was given in 
London of Project Condor, the 
computer-based planning aid 
now being brought into service 
to examine options available 
concerning the size and shape of 
the Royal Navy in five to 15 
yean time. 

The system receives its infor¬ 
mation from six major areas — 
personnel, dockyard resources, 
new construction, equipment 
programmes, upkeep and sup¬ 
port. and operational 
availability. 

Each of these areas interacts 
with the othen and is con¬ 
strained by financial, opera¬ 
tional and commercial 
considerations. 

SYSTEM’S AIM 
Aim of the system is to take 
account of the interactions and 
constraints and provide an inte¬ 
grated picture of spending over 
a number of years. New pos¬ 
sibilities or options and the 
potential effects of alterations 
can be examined rapidly. 

Development of this strategic 
planning tool, designed to help 
central planners invent and ex¬ 
plore more options more 
quickly, is the result of co¬ 
operation between MOD and 
the systems engineering com¬ 
pany CAP Scientific over the 
last two years.

Local council job discrimination over 


pensions is growing trend 


PUBLICATION of the letter 
from Mr. (ex-CCY) K. J. 
Williams In the October Lvvue 
hiLs resulted In the disclosure 
that his local council of 
Gwent is only one of 14 
authorities known to dis¬ 
criminate against ex-Service 
pensioners applying for jobs. 

The three Services have been 
aware for some time of a grow¬ 
ing trend among local authori¬ 
ties to discriminate against 
holders of occupational and pub¬ 
lic service pensions by not allow¬ 
ing them to compete on equal 
terms for advertised posts. 

The Navy first received writ¬ 
ten evidence In 1983 and, with 


details of other cases held by the 
other two Services, discussed the 
situation with the Manpower 
Services Cocnmlsaion through 
the Tri-Service Resettlement 
Sub-Cocnmittee. 

Approaches were made to 
Defence Ministers, the Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment and 
the Association of Metropolitan 
Authorities, producing the view 
that “there was nothing illegal 
about such discrimination.” 

In these discussions It was 


stressed that the Service pen¬ 
sioner was not like his civilian 
counterpart In that he was 
leaving his job Involuntarily, In 
the middle of his working life, 
wtth a pension too small to be 
regarded as a major source of 
income. 

The Manpower Services 
Commission F.mploymcnt Divi¬ 
sion has subsequently written to 
Its regional employment mana¬ 
gers asking them to take up any 
cases with individual authorities. 


The Regular Forces Employ- 
men! Association has also agreed 
to represent the ex-Service 
man's case locally. 

It b believed that several local 
authorities have been persuaded 
to reconsider the applications of 
former Service men for em¬ 
ployment, and the situation b 
being monitored closely. 

With the ocher Services, the 
Navy b pursuing thb continuing 
battle on behalf of the successful 
resettlement of naval personnel.

LEARNING 

FROM THE 
FALKLANDS 

IN this missile age there Is still a 
place in modern warfare for the gun 
— and those who study naval 
gunnery at HMS Cambridge range 
from principal warfare officers to 
Part III junior seamen. 

From the Royal and Common¬ 
wealth Navies, gunnery teams at¬ 
tend courses, refresher and pre- 
joining training at Wembury Point. 
Ships' Internal security teams visit 
Cambridge to learn about riot con¬ 
trol, vehicle search technique and 
the protection of shore and offshore 
Installations. The combination of 
undulating country, bush, buildings 
and open spaces provides an 
appropriate backdrop for military 
training. 

Lead school 

Since September this year HMS 
Cambridge has taken on the mantle 
of lead school for military training 
and facilities will be improved con¬ 
siderably with the construction of a 
purpose-built Military Training 
School, due to start In autumn 1966. 

With the lessons learnt from the 
Falklands, new close-range 
weapons have been Introduced Into 
service In a short time. Cambridge, 
as the lead school for such 
weapons, has a grid fitted with the 
complete mix of those now In 
service, and the new Laurence Scott 
Mounting — a BMARC 30mm single 
barrel, to replace the ageing Bofor 
40/ 60 — Is due to be fitted there In 
June next year. 
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NEW. advanced technology is being introduced into one of the Royal 
Navy’s most traditional of training functions — gunnery. Within a year 
three equipment suites will be operational in a new range building at the 
Service s gunnery school in Devon. HMS Cambridge. 

The complex, named Leach Building 
after Admiral of the Fleet Sir Henry 
Loach, was officially opened by him on 
Trafalgar Day. October 21. 

As well as new offices and class¬ 
rooms. the building has been designed 
to accommodate: 

• A new basic fire control trainer, built 
by Ferranti and housed in caravans on 
the roof of the building Each of the 
modular fire control systems can be 
linked to either of three Mk 8 turrets at 
the establishment 

• A new computer-controlled range 
safety and weapon direction system to 
control all firings and train students in 
the pnnciples of weapon direction. This 
system will bo inter-faced with all tho 
surveillance radar and medium range 
systems to control range safety.

• A new communications suite which 
will complete the final installation, all 
the equipment being operational by 
next autumn 

Final sketch plans for Loach Building 
wore completed in 1982 and the 
construction contract placed with 
Dudley-Cdes the following year 

Major problems had to bo overcome 
In the planning, design and 
construction: 

Much of the equipment destined to 
be installed had not by then boon 
designed; the removal and replace¬ 
ment of existing services had to be 
conducted without disrupting the train¬ 
ing programme, so temporary accom¬ 
modation in the relatively small establi¬ 
shment had to bo provided while 
existing buildings were demolished; 
and tho construction had to bo under¬ 
taken within severe limitations, as the 
site is in the middle of a firing range 
which is in continual use. 

Credit 

"Successful completion reflects 
great credit on all those involved, 
especially the dose liaison established 
between civilian contractors and RN 
training staff." said a spokesman at 
HMS Cambridge 

So now a new era opens for the

True, Mr. Brice qualifies an admirable 
chapter on “The Ships and Aircraft of 
the Royal Navy** by saying this section 
“b not intended as a definitive, compre¬ 
hensive reference work.** 

True, abo, he states in hb author's 
notice at the start of the book: “It should 
be recognised that all the Information 
contained herein b that available at the 
time of research.*' 

Nevertheless, Mr. Brice also makes it 
clear that the book b meant to be used 
partly as a sort of sightseers* Itinerary of 
the Royal Navy. He telb us it b intended 


considerably enlightening. 

Contrary to what the book says, for 
example, there b no longer an “HMS 
Excellent** — the title disappeared on 
September 30 when It closed as a 
commissioned Fleet establishment. 

Time b running out for the enthusias¬ 
tic reader to view the “Royal Marine 
Engineering School.** HMS Caledonia. 
And it already has run out If he wants to 
catch a glimpse of HMS Salisbury (unless 
he b a deep-sea diver — she was sunk as 
a target recently). 

To describe the Royal Naval Hospital 
Haslar as “the only existing establish¬ 
ment of its kind in the Navy; other bases 
have 'sick quarters* ** b not quite what 
Doc would have ordered. HMS Dryad is 
not “located in Fori South wick" and 


and finds that not a paperback's throw 
away b “HMS ilsgard Royal Naval 
Apprentices Training Establishment, 
Torpoint.** 

More perplexity: ilsgard closed In 
December, 1983. 


HMS Warrior Is certainly not at 
“Norwood ** 

.Some sections of the book are en¬ 
lightening in the orthodox sense, particu¬ 
larly the list of museums and historical 
collections, but after traversing such a 
minefield of information earlier in the 
book, the reader's confidence might 
already have been blown to pieces. 

Early in the book the author calls for 
readers or organisations mentioned to 
provide “updated amendments for pos¬ 
sible future editions.** Perhaps thb re¬ 
view provides a few to be going on with. 

Royal Navy Handbook, publbhed by 
Ian Allan Ltd. at £4.95, contains 144 
pages, some illustrated with photographs 
and maps. 


AWKWARD TIME 


Heading back east, our weary traveller 
decides to have one last try and take in 
the RN Stores Depot, Deptford. 

Calamity — that closed on July 31, 
1985. 

Admittedly at thb time of great change 
In the Royal Navy, the author picked an 
awkward time to go Into print. But, dare 
we say It, regular perusal of Navy News 
over the past months would have proved 


JUST weeks before the out¬ 
break of the Falklands War, 
Rear-Admiral John Woodward 
wrote in hb diary . . . “life is 
fairly dull these days, it seems 
that admirals aren’t allowed to 
do very much other than grace 
exercises, social and sporting 
events . . .** 

The light-hearted revelation is 
one of the stories contributed by 
the commander of the Falklands 
task force — now Vice-Admiral 
Sir John Woodward— to Poppy 
Parade, humorous anecdotes of 
Service life collected by Arthur 
Marshall. 

Many senior officers of the 
Royal Navy and Royal Marines 
have provided at least one talc 
for the volume, all royalties 
from which will be donated to 
the Royal British Legion Poppy 
Appeal. 


FEW GREAT ships of the Royal Navy can claim to 
have inspired more affection in the men who sailed in 
them than the Second World War leviathan HMS 
Nelson. 

They called her Nellie, and they loved her. She was the 
only British capital ship that was on active, operational service 
on both the day the war started and the day the Japanese 
surrendered six years later. 

In that time she had steamed 
135.000 miles, had been prevent 
at major amphibious operations 
from the Lofoten Islands in 
Norway to Normandy: she 
fought some of the bitterest 
convoy actions; she had been 
torpedoed and mined; and she 
had been the target of countless 
bombing attacks. 

But through it all not a single 
member of the ship's company 
was killed in action, which goes 
a long way to explaining her 
popularity — for apparently she 
was a pig to manoeuvre. 

Her career is told in searching 
detail by Ronald Careless in 
Battleship St lion — Tht Story oj 
HMS Nebon , the author’s in¬ 
come from which will be 
donated to the Sea Cadet 
Corps. 

In his foreword to the book, 
the former President of the 
Corps. Admiral of the Fleet 
Lord Hill-Norton. reflects that 
the Nelson and her sister-ship. 

HMS Rodney, were known to 
the Press when they were built 
in the 1920* as "the £7 million 
mystery ships.** 

Their strange configuration — 
with superstructures aft and 
their three. 16-in. triple gun 
turrets forward — was dictated 
by weight limitations imposed 
by the Washington Naval

RM. the 
Blackburn Skua dive-bombers 
of KUO Naval Air Squadron — 
with those of 803 Squadron — 
attacked and sank the German 
cruiser Konigsbcrg in 1940. 

Marathon 

The action took place dunng 
the Norwegian campaign and 
involved a marathon flight by 
the single-engine warplanes 
across the North Sea to Bergen. 
There the aircraft became the 
first to send a major warship to 
the bottom in time of conflict. 

"Into the Assault” also fol¬ 
lows the rising — and diving — 
careers of pilots who fought for 
the US. Germany. Italy. Japan. 
Russia and France. 

The Konigsbcrg’s fate is dealt 
with in more detail by an 
excellent publication on German 
Cruisers of World War Two by 
M J, Whitley. The volume is 
well illustrated with photo¬ 
graphs and line drawings and 
follows the development, battles 
and eventual end of all the 
Knegsmanne’x potent ships of 
the type. 

In similar vein to the volume 
on German cruisers, author 
R.A. Burt offers a pictorial 
record of British Destroyers in 
World War Two , a softback 
volume which is No. 4 in the 
Warship Illustrated scries pub¬ 
lished by Arms and Armour 
Press. 


softback volume contains well 
over 100 page-size photographs 
of ships of the period, all the 
pictures being supplied by naval 
photographers W'nght and 
Logan of Portsmouth. 

Photographs of a more 
outlandish nature illustrate 
Submarines With Wings — The 
Past . Present and Future of 
Aircraft-Carrying Submarines. 

As well as dealing with the 
boats which packed aircraft into 
their hulls before and during the 
Second World War. author 
Terry C. Treadwell deals with 
current thought on the possi¬ 
bility of much more ambitious 
projects to evolve such craft as 
Harrier-carrying submarines. 

Apart from one isolated 
instance, light aircraft carried by 
submarines dunng 1939-45 were 
used only for reconnaissance; 
the punches were delivered by 


documented naval history. 

All the shipbornc weapons of 
the period are dealt with, from 
the -303-in. Lewis machine-gun 
to the largest guns ever 
mounted on a vessel — the 
18.1-in. bkvekbusters used by 
the Japanese battleship 
Yamato. 

This essential acquisition for 
the naval enthusiast covers gun 
mountings, torpedoes, mines, 
anti-submarine and aerial 
weapons, and the earliest naval 
missiles. It is packed with facts 
and figures and profusely illus¬ 
trated with plans, section draw¬ 
ings. and photographs. 

Many surviving Royal Navy 
ships of the Second World War 
went on to give sterling service 
through the 1950s. and photo¬ 
graphic portraits of many of 
them can be found in The Royal 
Navy in Focus — I950-S9. The 


Treaty. Nevertheless, they 
proved to be value lor money. 

Admiral Hill-Norton. who 
served in Rodney, writes of 
HMS Nelson: "What no reader 
will fail to remark is the 
astonishingly high quality of the 
ship, surviving the most tre¬ 
mendous blows, and dishing 
them out. too. and of the sheer 
professional excellence of the 
men who manned her: from the 
brilliant ship-handling by her 
Captains to the skill and endur¬ 
ance of the guns' crews and the 
stokers* and the damage control 
parties . . . 

"Above all it is quite clear 
that HMS Nelson was a happy 
ship, and there is no higher 
praise than that in any navy." 

Ironic 

Before she was broken up in 
1948. the old battleship suffered 
the ironic indignity of being 
used as a target for bombs — 
launched this time by the Reel 
Air Arm. It was a fate she had 
avoided throughout her many 
battling years, thanks to her 
powerful AA armament — and 
that Nelson luck. 

Technical information about 
the armoury of the Nelson is 
included in an encyclopaedic 
reference work which deals with 
Saral Weapons of World War 
Two.

IN 1943, in the midst of 
Britain's titanic struggle 
at sea, a recruitment 
book written by Admiral 
Sir William James 
eulogised on the luxuries 
enjoyed by wartime 
sailors. 

He wrote of closed-in 
messes with pantries, hot 
water aplenty in bathrooms, 
spacious cooking facilities 
presided over by skilled 
cooks; chapels, bookstalls, 
laundries, plates, knives and 
forks. 

For the vast majority of men 
serving at the time, nothing 
could be farther from the truth. 
The pay for an able seaman was 
three shillings a day and four 
shillings if he had joined before 
1925, a rate which had been in 
force throughout the war. 

For that he endured the 
dangers of death and injury; 
perhaps years spent away from 
home and family; harsh — at 
times unjust — discipline; 
shortages of food; constant re¬ 
minders of the social chasm 
between himself and many of 
his officers; cramped, smelly, 
unhealthy messes, 

Efficiency 

#, In spite of these problems 
the Royal Navy was in a high 
state of readiness, efficiency and 
morale, its continuous-service 
officers and ratings extremely 
professional and enjoying, in 
general, a high regard and re¬ 
spect for each other.” 

So writes naval historian — 
and wartime RNVR rating and 
officer — G. G. Connell in a 
book which seeks to give a new 
insight into lowcr-dccx life dur¬ 
ing Hitler's war. Jack's Her 
presents a candid and objective 
picture of the Service in 
wartime which is a far cry from 
some of the sentimental recol¬ 
lections which have found their 
way to publishers. 

Here's one of the many first¬ 
hand accounts from the book, in 
this case from Bob Burns who 
served in V and W class 
destroyers: 

•‘Without doubt, throughout 
my experience, conditions in the 
old V A Ws were almost intol¬ 
erable Invariably fresh provi¬ 
sions were exhausted after three 
days at sea, the interminable 
diet of tinned food, no fresh 
bread, no vegetables, caused 
more distress to the troops than 
any U-boat or aircraft attack. 

“In addition the living condi¬ 
tions for the complement were 
primitive beyond measure, 
never enough billets for ham¬ 
mocks to be slung for more than 
half the troops, a place on the

deck sufficed for most. 

”In the cold, inhospitable At¬ 
lantic, salt water often washed 
in living places, no facilities to 
dry wet clothes resulted in com¬ 
plete misery. 

“For HOt (Hostilities Only 
ratings) pitched after minimal 
shore training into these condi¬ 
tions it must have been heart¬ 
breaking. Many suffered per¬ 
manent sea sickness and their 
vomiting did not always take 
place on the upper-deck. Vile 
smells from the inadequate lava- 
tory facilities permeated 
everywhere.” 

These conditions, perhap* 
among the worst to be found in 
HM ships of the time, together 
with less than tactful leadership 
from some of the officers, could 
on occasion lead to trouble 
which went unreported then and 
has rarely or never been high¬ 
lighted since. 

In 1943 the cruiser HMS 
Mauritius had completed three 
years in commission — and. 
writes Mr. Connell, 120 
punishment warrants had been 
read on board during that 
penod. By the beginning of 
1944 she had seen six months of 
continuous action in which the 
discipline code had still been 
strictly applied. 

Several members of the ship's 
company who recounted their 
experiences to the author 


recalled a strike on board while 
the Mauritius was off Plymouth 
in January 1944 and had orders 
to sail before many of her men 
could be granted leave. 

John Edward (Nobby) Clarke 
remembers that the ship's com¬ 
pany repeatedly disobeyed 
orders to quarters and to secure 
for sea. ‘‘The telephones were 
cut off but wc were able to 
contact the whole ship by using 
the fire-main connections 
through the water-tight bulk¬ 
heads. Came a huge banging on 
the doors; when challenged it 
was the Royal Marines coming 
to join us.” 

Former ERA3 A. R. Russell 
recounts: “The chief and petty 
officers prepared the ship for 
sea and wc left to anchor in the 
Sound. Glasgow was in the 
Sound and, I was told, had 
trained her guns on us. a very 
tense and dramatic moment.” 

No action 

Bandsman Ian Connel also 
remembers the incident: "Capt. 
Davis cleared the lower deck on 
arrival at Gibraltar" — the 
petty officers having sailed the 
ship across the Bay of Biscay — 
•‘and said no action would be 
taken against any of the ring¬ 
leaders. whom he said he knew, 
provided we would all agree to 
follow him through thick and 
thin and that we would be 
returning home in three 
months. There was a show of 


hands and everyone on the 
quarter-deck agreed.” 

The Mauntius. paradoxically 
regarded as a happy ship by the 
men who granted interviews to 
Mr. Connell, was not the only 
vessel to suffer manifestations 
of discontent. 

”A destroyer in the Mediter¬ 
ranean battle area was also 
being teased into a near 
mutinous situation,” writes the 
author. HMS Laforey had sur¬ 
vived a multiplicity of air, sea 
and off-shore actions with many 
casualties and damage to the 
ship. Her men were being sub¬ 
jected to the trauma of senior 
officer changes, Capt. H. T. 
Armstrong having succeeded 
the much-loved Capt. R. N. J. 
Hutton. 

Bob Burns, by then a GI. 
recalls: **His first address to the 
ship’s company was to say that 
the Mediterranean war was a 
two-penny halfpenny affair and 
he wished to take the ship into 
the Far East where the real war 
was going on. This did not go 
down well with those who had 
not seen their loved ones for 
years.” 

But Mr. Connell points out 
that Capt. Armstrong did never¬ 
theless save his ship from a 
complete collapse of morale. 
Before he had joined, the ship 
had acquired an officer who in a 
few weeks had apparently — in 
the words of Bob Burns — 
•‘demoralised a happy

vhip'i company with a succes¬ 
sion of cock-ups, his crowning 
disaster was to inform the Red 
Watch that the pre-war British 
navy consisted of ‘the scum of 
the back streets of the industrial 
cities, glad only to be in service 
for a feed and good clothing.* 
"When Capt. Armstrong 
joined he found the lower-deck 
on the very verge of mutiny . . . 
There were all the real threats 
of a wash-deck locker burial.” 
After three senior petty officers 
saw the captain, he gave the 
offensive officer a pier-head 
jump ashore. 

One of the problems which 
Mr. Connell cites as a corner¬ 
stone of discontent was pin- 

K nted in a song popular on the 
er-dcck at the time: 

We had to join, we had to join 
old Churchill% navy 
Ten hob a week, notnmg to eat 
Long boggy trousers and blisters 
on your feet . . . 


Warning 

In 1944 Capt. Russell Gren¬ 
ville RN* wrote and published a 
book entitled “Service Pay” in 
which he emphasised that over 
the previous 150 years the 
Government had increased 
naval pay rates only after a 
mutiny or a threat of one. He 
considered that unless imme¬ 
diate. radical changes were 
made — including the trebling 
of pay — that serious trouble 
could again occur in the Fleet. 

The Admiralty ignored the 
tract, but Jack continued to 
fight. Mr. Connell's book is 
replete with stories of their 
struggles against the enemy, 
accounts which more than 
balance the inglorious incidents. 

A hard ship though she was. 
the Mauritius, like many others, 
built up an extraordinary repu¬ 
tation as a fighting machine and 
became the only major British 
warship to have participated in 
the four landings of Sicily. 
Salerno. An/io and Normandy . 

The author concludes: “Trie 
naval casualties of the 
Second World War were greater 
than the numbers who died 
dunng the 1914-18 war, but it 
seemed that the men of the 
World War Two British navy 
accepted with greater tolerance 
the hardships, the injustices in 
pay and the many mistakes and 
excesses of the •Establishment* 
which conducted the course of 
the war.**

IN THE three and a half 
years since the Falklands 
War, a plethora of published 
accounts by observers and 
participants has filled book¬ 
shop shelves. 

Some of the earlier volumes, 
thrown hastily together to feed 
the hunger for information in 
the immediate wake of the 
conflict, achieved little more 
than to climb on to the band¬ 
wagon. Several volumes have, 
however, been erudite, authori¬ 
tative and revealing, laying 
myths to rest and raising new 
facts to light. 

Now comes Opt ration Cor¬ 
porate — The Story oj the 
Falkland* War, 1982. Apart 
from the obvious link, this book 
by Martin Middlcbrook is aptly 
titled in that it coalesces much 
of the information which has 
dribbled out from British and 
Argentine sources since the 
Peace of Stanley. 


Colour guide 

If the full facts arc ever made 
public — perhaps in decades to 
come — it is conceivable that 
theories such as Mr 
Mtddkbrook's may be viewed 
as perceptive. But it is far more 
likely that they will share the 
fate of many an Argentine 
Mirage. 

A colourful guide to the 


both worlds, being a Dick Clement-lan 
La Frenals script which sees the funny 
side of dubious dealings on a Caribbean 
island. Michael Caine stars. 

Recently reissued in the cinema but 
available from the RNFC on video. The 
Hustler has come in for even more praise 
from the critics than on Its first appear¬ 
ance in 1961. 

On Its first release, the picture 
generated an enduring catch-phrase: 
"You shoot good pool. Eddie." Anyone 
aspiring to that compliment had better 
take a look at Steve Davis's World of 
Snooker videotape (RNFC Documentary 
W.105), in which Davis demonstrates his 
skills and offers some handy hints to 
amateur cue-wielders. Very much in the 
tradition of “The Hustler" is North Dallas 
Forty, a bruising look at the underside of 
American football, starring Nick Node as 
an over-the-hill player struggling to stay 
In the team. 


AFTER several years resting up 
back at the old chuck-wagon, the 
Western is once again among us. 

At any rate. Clint Eastwood s Pale 
Rtder is making enough money to ensure 
that a posse of Imitators will soon be 
saddling up and heading off along the 
same trail. 

The film Is an ingenious amalgam of 
the old Alan Ladd classic “Shane" and 
Clint’s earlier "High Plains Drifter," in 
which the star played a ghostly, 
avenging gunflghter. 

It's worth noting that Eastwood the 
director has evidently taken the decision 
to light his Interiors realistically, l.e., 
with a single candle or kerosene lamp 
barely Illuminating the murk. 

On 15mm., as released this month by 
the RNFC, this Is quite acceptable, but 
on video-tape, when the picture is 
released on that format, it will probably 
be a case of "Pitch-Black Rider." See It 


now. If possible, on film. 

A more obvious sort of fantasy is 
offered by Disney's Return to Oz. a 
sequel — 46 years on — to the old Judy 
Garland original. 

Despite appearances. It’s rather too 
scary and sophisticated to appeal 
greatly to children, and the various 
monsters and creatures are certainly 
adult fare. 

Conti venture 

That leaves a comedy, a thriller and a 
comedy-thriller. In the first category 
comes Amencan Dreamer. Tom Conti's 
Hollywood venture in which he stars as 
an English playboy being pestered by an 
amnesiac housewife. 

The Mean Season is a the thriller entry, 
with Kurt Russell as a reporter on the 
track of a brutal killer, until the killer 
turns the tables and starts to track him.

The service is provided by a 
small team of volunteers belong¬ 
ing to the charitable organisa¬ 
tion Portsmouth Area Talking

News, which reproduces digests 
of a variety of newspapers and 
magazines on cassettes from a 
small studio in he city. 

Soon after Navy News is 
published each month, items for 
reading on to tape are selected 
by PATN volunteer Mr Allan 
Sturmey, whose full-time occu¬ 
pation of Superintending Naval 
Stores Officer in Portsmouth 
Naval Base keeps him in close 
touch with the Service. 

Then, with studio engineer 
Denis McMahon providing the 
technical back-up. Allan's team 
of Navy News “readers** trans¬ 
fer the digest on to a 90-minutc 
master tape, which is in turn 
dubbed by a £10.000 multiple 
duplicating machine at the rate 
of 130 cassettes an hour. PATN 
pays about £500 per 1.000 tapes. 

Feedback 

The tapes arc then placed in 
yellow pouches with two-sided 
address labels and mailed free 
countrywide by the Post Office. 
When the blind listener has 
finished with the cassette the 
label is reversed and the cas¬ 
sette sent back to PATN for 
another issue to be recorded. 

Allan identifies stories which 
from experience and feedback 
he knows the listeners want to 
hear — from news stones and 
the “Ships of the Royal Navy** 
feature to summaries of items in 
the popular “Calling Old Ship¬ 
mates’* column, with his own 
phone number as the listener's 
contact point. 

Variety is important on 
talking news tapes. Natural 
breaks arc provided by musical 
interludes, deliberate pauses for

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69 years after 
submarine crash 


A BOUQUET sent to the 94-ycar-old widow of a country doctor has brought full circle a story 
which began with a man drowning in the sea off Harwich during the First World War. 


On August 15, 1916, four 
submarines of the 8th Flotilla 
out of Parkcston Quay were 
carrying out mock attacks on 
one another when the E4 and 
the E41 were involved in a 
collision. 

E4, her conning tower ripped 
off, plunged to the seabed with 
the loss of her entire 31-man 
crew. Among the 13 survivors 
from E41 was an 18-year-old 
telegraphist called Archibald 
Symington. 

He was on the conning tower 
when the accident happened, 
and dived straight over the side. 

Telegraphist Symington, now- 
87 and living in Burgess Hill, 
Sussex, was in the water for 
over an hour. He was falling 
asleep (“Now I realise I was 
drowning,** he says) when he 
was grabbed by the neck. He 
glimpsed a white shirt behind 
him and, thinking it was a ship's 
cook, called out: “Thank you 
cookie!** 

The story would have rested 
there had not Mr. Peter Hay¬ 
wood, a researcher for the RN 
Submarine Museum at Gosport, 
begun work on a history of the 
ill-fated E41 and contacted Mr. 
Symington. 

It was while they were read¬ 
ing official reports of the 
disaster that Mr. Symington dis¬ 
covered that he owed his life 
not a nameless ship's cook, but

Degrees 


As reported in Navy News in 
October, the task of compiling 
the list has been delegated to 
CINCNAVHOME by the 
Admiralty Board. And to help 
with this task a consultative 
committee, its members repre¬ 
senting the main Service asso¬ 
ciations including the RNA, was 
set up. 

As a result of initial work by 
the committee, it has been 
agreed that naval associations 
be accorded three degrees of 
recognition by the Royal Navy 


— full recognition, recognition 
and limited recognition. 

The Royal Naval Association 
met the criteria for full rccog- 
nition which requires, among 
other things, that an association 
has a formal constitution, a 
proper internal administrative 
organisation and a continuing 
pool of recruits. 

The status of full recognition, 
can only help the growth of the 
Royal Naval Association and its 
long-term prospects. It will 
mean those serving in the Navy 
will be encouraged to join the 
Association and help with the 
distribution of Association 
matenal within the Royal Navy. 

But the Association's new* 
found status also confers its 
responsibilities to the Service. It 
means assisting in encouraging 
more informed opinion sympa¬ 
thetic to the naval case. 

It also calls for a high stan¬ 
dard of conduct in all activities 


to ensure the best interests of 
the Royal Navy and the care 
and well-being of serving and 
ex-serving members of the 
Naval Service, particularly those 
in need and distress. 

If members feel they are 
already fulfilling these tasks and 
have nothing to gain from the 
new status, they are, according 
to a memo to branches from the 
General Secretary, ignoring the 
long-term future of the 
Association. 

If the Association is to con¬ 
tinue on course and play its 
present role in community life 
when veterans of the Second 
World War are no longer here, 
it is going to need new blood. 

The closer the Association 
gets to the Royal Navy the more 
hope of attracting acting service 
officers and other ranks to join 
the Association and take their 
place.

June, 1940. Four days later, he 
and a companion were the only 
two alive. 

Without food or water for 
four days, the cold of the North 
Atlantic killed off their compan¬ 
ions and the sad task of burying 
them at sea fell to Shipmate 
O'Neill and the other survivor. 

When they were finally 
picked up by a Norwegian fish¬ 
ing trawler. Shipmate O’Neill 
and his companion, now weak 
and exhausted, had eight dead 
men for company, not having 
the energy to bury them. 

On the trawler they joined 35 
other survivors, one of whom 
died after rescue, leaving 36 of 
an original crew of over 1,000 to 
remember them and recount the 
story. 

Shipmate O'Neill attributes 
his own survival to a good-luck 
charm — a baby's caul — given 
to him by his mother and which 
he was wearing.

NAVAL WIFE Janet Leahy died In 
Harefield Hospital on November 2, a 
month after receiving a new heart 
during an operation performed by top 
surgeon Mr. Magdi Yacoub. 

Janet (29). wife of LS Michael Leahy of 
HMS Nelson, appeared to be making a good 
recovery until complications set In and her 
kidneys failed. 

The transplant had been her only hope 


after doctors gave her |ust a month to live 
as she began to decline from a rare form of 
heart valve disease contracted at birth. 

TRAUMATIC 

During the traumatic months leading up 
to the heart-swop operation, and during the 
difficult weeks since, social workers from 
the Naval Personal and Family Service have 
stood firmly behind husband Michael, enab¬ 
ling him to keep a bedside vigil.

The excess of income over 
expenditure was £155.093. 
about the same as the previous 
year's operating surplus. It was 
necessary to budget for an 
annual surplus so that Trust 
could strengthen its invest¬ 
ments. Not far short of half its 
regular annual income is 
derived from investments. 

Book value of investments 
had increased considerably due 
to switches which had improved 
the RNBT portfolio’s prospects 
of producing increased annual 
income or greater capital 
appreciation.

LAST YEAR the Grants 
Committee of the RNBT gave 
away a record £507.231 to assist 
individuals in need of financial 
help. Half way through the 
current year grants were up to 
£303.947. already well ahead of 
the period under review. 

Mr. H. C. Macartney told the 
annual meeting that this level of 
spending demanded that sup¬ 
porter* of the Trust not only 
continued their support but 
increased their donations. 

By the end of the current 
financial year, the RN’BTs ex¬ 
penditure is expected to have 
grown to a record £3.250.000. 

He praised the efforts of the 
Variety Club of Great Britain 
(£10.994). the Trafalgar Day 
Orphan Fund (£9.929) and the 
Submarine Memorial Fund 
(£4.441). for whom the RNBT 
had acted as agents. Already 
this year the Trust had dis¬ 
bursed nearly £17.000 on behalf 
of the three organisations.

MNE Gordon Mandcrson 
(Comacchio Coy) finished 33rd 
in a personal best of 2:31.41. 
and the scoring was completed 
by team captain Lieut.-Cdr. 
Brian Davis (CINCFLEET). 
who had a disappointing run to 
finish 43rd in 2:33.42. 

Remainder of the team 
packed well to finish within 15 
minutes of each other. Only 
casualty was MNE Paul Brin¬ 
dley (RM Eastney). who was 
forced to retire at 17 miles. 

OTHER AWARDS 

Confirmation is still awaited 
from the USA concerning other 
awards, but it is likely that the 
Royal Navy have also captured 
the Military Open Team Trophy 
against athletes from the USA. 
Canada. France and Puerto 
Rico. 

Team members also took part 
in a 10k road race on October 
27 in Arlington. Virginia: The 
race, over a hilly course, was 
won by Lieut.-Cdr. Davis in 
32min. 46sec., closely followed 
by PO George Gilbert and 
MNE Manderson. RN runners 
filled seven of the first nine 
places, including the first five, 
and team manager Sgt Woody 
Woodin (HMS Tcmcrairc) 
finished 39th — not bad for a 
sprinter.
